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any  importance  over  them.  And 
this  once  secured,  instruction  may¬ 
be  imparted  witli  great  hope  of 
success.  So  necessary  is  this, 
that  no  sacrihce,  which  the  gene¬ 
ral  object  of  Sabbath  Schools  de¬ 
mands  may  not  be  made  for  its 
attainment.  Every  manifesta¬ 
tion  of  a  spirit  of  kmdness  which 
will  arrest  tite  attention  of  chil¬ 
dren,  should  be  studied  for  that 

fiurpose,  and  every  display  of 
ove  should  be  made,  which  the 
circumstance  of  the  school  will 
allow.  This  point  cannot  too 
deeply  interest  the  hearts  of  all, 
who  are  engaged  in  the  business 
of  instruction.  Nothing  places 
children  so  perfectly  out  of  the 
sphere  of  our  influence,  as  the  ex¬ 
hibition  of  a  careless,  distant, 
haughty,  commanding  spirit, 
when  redeemed  by  no  motive  of 
love.  And  if  teacners  are  indif¬ 
ferent  on  the  subject  of  securing, 
by  almost  any  means,  the ’affec¬ 
tion  of  their  scholars,  we  can 
predict,  with  great  certainty,  that 
it  will  be  but  a  short  time  before 
the  waywardness  of  the  children 
will  excite  a  kind  of  feeling  that 
will  be  most  of  all  unfavorable  to 
the  communication  of  knowledge 
and  to  other  purposes  of  instruc¬ 
tion. 

Having  attained  that  influence 
which  affection  gives,  the  object  of 
the  teacher  then  will  be  to  impress 
the  mind  in  the  strongest  manner 
with  the  truths  of  Revelation. 
.\nd  this  should  be  a  matter  of 
study.  Simple  exhortation,  or 
simple  declamation  will  not  im¬ 
press  truth  upon  the  minds  of 
children.  There  must  ^  plain 
conversation  accompanied 
plain  and  familiar  illustration.  It 
IS  quite  too  common  for  all  tha

each  school,  but  this,  tho  of  much 
utility,  will  not  Imprint  the  truth 
upon  the  heart  like  that  constant 
instruction  from  the  teacher  which 
it  is  in  his  power  to  afford.  The 
instruction  should  be  combined 
W’ith  the  recitation  to  be  jmifita- 
ble,  or  to  be  long  remembered, 
and  should  principally  consist  in 
explanations  and  illustrations  of 
the  lesson.  It  is  not  difficult,  by 
a  little  attention,  to  add  such  re¬ 
marks  upon  the  lesson,  and  to  ask 
such  questions  in  reference  to  it, 
as  shall  excite  the  attention  and 
improve  the  mind  of  the  pupil. 
Those  loose  and  indefinite  re¬ 
marks,  which  we  are  accustomed 
toofter  for  the  instruction  of  chil¬ 
dren,  as  they  tend  to  form  a  habit 
of  inattention  on  their  part,  not 
only  makes  oureft'ort  useless,  but 
positively  injurious.  'Phis  should 
be  well  considered  by  teachers 
universally,  and  nothing  ought  to 
be  given  as  instruction,  unlessitis 
accompanied  by  such  illustration 
as  shall  make  it  distinctly  un¬ 
derstood.

CON^TITWTION. 

This  Society  shall  consisi*  of 
such  Masonic  bodies,  or  associa* 
lion  of  individual  brethren,  when 
the  body  to  which  they  belong  is 
not  a  member,  as  shall  comply 
with  tile  requisitions  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  Coustitution.

AMERICAN  TRACT  SOCIETY. 

By  a  late  act  of  the  legislature 
of  Massachusetts  the  New-Eng- 


land  Tract  SocieW  will  thereafter 
bear  the  title  of  the  American 
Tract  Society.  We  have  recent¬ 
ly  received  the  9th  Report  of  this 
Society,  which  was  presented  at 
the  annual  meeting  in  Boston,  on 
the  28th  of  May  last,  by  xvhich  it  i 
appears  that  the  interests  of  thii 
important  institution  have  pro¬ 
gressed  beyond  former  example,  j 
through  the  indefatigable  exertionj 
of  the  Agent,  Mr.  Wm.  A.  Hai- 
lock,  who  commenced  his  a^ncr  i 
for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  en¬ 
tered  upon  the  duties  about  the* 
first  of  October,  since  which  time, 
he  had  prepared,  and  published  IS 
important  communications  in  the 
Boston  Recorder,  addressed  ser- 
eral  hundred  persons  bvletterand 
communicated  much  mformation 
on  the  subject  of  Tracts.  He  had 
visited  120  towns  and  parishes; 
viz.  39  in  New- Hampshire  ;  84 io 
Massachusetts ;  5  in  New-York, 
and  by  preaching  and  private  con¬ 
versation  had  caused  the  object  of 
his  mission  to  be  viewed  with  pe¬ 
culiar  favor.  It  appears  by  the 
Report  that,  during  the  year,  81 
person*  have  been  made  life  mem¬ 
bers  of  tlie  Society.  Sixty-nine 
o.^  these  have  been  life  inembem 
by  tJieir  people  ;  and  41  by  fe.

Mr.  Hal  lock  has  been  present 
and  assisted  in  the  formation  of 
24  auxiliary  Tract  Societies. 
These  pay  one  tliird  of  their  re¬ 
ceipts  to  the  Parent  Society ;  and 
with  the  oihar  two  thirds,  procure 
Tracts  for  their  own  use,  and  gra¬ 
tuitous  distribution. 

Through  his  instrumentality  nu¬ 
merous  other  Societies  have  been 
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tonned,  of  which  he  had  not  re¬ 
ceived  a  particular  account.

THIRD  REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTORS 
OP  THE  NORTHWESTERN*  BRANCH 
OP  THE  AMERICAN  EDUCATION 
SOCIETY. 

[Presented  Fth.  26,  1823.] 
Brethren  and  Friends, 

Through  the  goodness  of  God, 
we  are  permitted  to  witness  the 
third  anniversary  of  our  interest¬ 
ing  association  ;  and  to  meet  to¬ 
gether,  under  the  refreshing  smiles 
of  his  providence.  Our  associa¬ 
tion,  viewed  in  connexion  with 
kindred  societies,  and  considered 
in  relation  to  that  glorious  cause, 
which  it  is  designed  and  adapted 
to  promote,  is  indeed  peculiarly 
interesting  to  the  pious  and  bene¬ 
volent  mind.  And  the  facts,  about 
to  be  stated,  will  show  that  we 
have  not  laboured  in  vain,  nor 
without  the  evident  approbation  of 
Heaven. 

The  directors,  in  presenting 
tlieir  Third  Annual  Report,  deem 
it  expedient  to  look  back  to  the 
origin  of  the  society,  and  trace  its 
operations  ilow-n  to  the  present 
meeting  ;  that  they  and  their  co¬ 
adjutors  may  be  excited,  by  grati¬ 
tude  for  blessings  on  their  past  la¬ 
bours,  to  new  diligence  and  in¬ 
creased  efforts  in  this  work  of  the 
Lord. 

Four  years  have  not  yet  elapsed, 
since  the  first  consultation  of  the 
friends  of  the  society  was  held,  on 
the  subject,  at  Benson  ;  and  three 
only  since  it  was  duly  organized 
at  Castleton.  During  this  period. 


forty -three  young  men  have  b«n 
examined  and  received  under  iti 
patronage.  Of  these,  tivo  are  now 
labouring  in  the  vineyard  of  the 
Lord,  one  as  a  pastor  of  a  church, 
and  tlie  otlier  as  an  assistant  mis. 
sionary  ;  a  third,  having  coviplet- 
cd  his  classical  education,  is  at. 
tending. to  his  theological  studies; 
two  are  seniors,  euven  juniors, 
five  sophomores,  and  eight  fresh¬ 
men,  in  different  colleges  ;  and  sir 
are  pursuing  their  studies  in  diffe¬ 
rent  academies.  Of  the  remain¬ 
ing  eight,  one  has  deceased  ;  one 
advised  by  his  instructor,  has  dis¬ 
continued  his  applications  for  as¬ 
sistance  ;  four  have  been  obliged 
to  suspend  their  studies  for  want 
of  health  ;  and  two,  we  are  sorry 
to  be  compelled  to  add,  through 
imprudence  have  forfeited  tlieir 
claims  to  the  patronage  of  the  so¬ 
ciety,  and  thus  deprived  them¬ 
selves  of  the  advantages  of  a  fin¬ 
ished  education.  It  is  proper  to 
remark,  however,  that  these  two 
young  men,  one  of  whom  was  a 
member  of  Vermont  University, 
and  the  other  of  Middlebury  Col¬ 
lege,  had  received  but  small 
grants  from  the  funds  of  the  socie¬ 
ty  ;  and,  as  they  are  still  thought 
to  be  conscientious  youth,  little 
doubt  can  be  entertained,  that 
they  will  feel  themselves  bound,  as 
soon  as  practicable,  to  refund  not 
only  the  sums  for  which  tliey  have 
given  their  notes,  but  the  wliole 
which  they  have  drawn  from  the 
treasury. 

In  examining  candidates  for  this 
sacred  charity,  the  executitt  com¬ 
mittee  have  used  all  due  care  ;  and 
have  required  the  most  unequivo¬ 
cal  testimonials  from  persons  best 
acquainted  with  their  circumstan¬ 
ces  and  characters.  But,  agreea¬ 
bly  to  the  liberal  spirit  of  the  con¬ 
stitution,  nothing  has  been  requir¬ 
ed  of  them,  but  evideupe  of  pie^v. 
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talents,  and  need  or- assistance  ;  , 
aadthe  beneficiaries,  already  re¬ 
ceived,  are  communicants  in  chur¬ 
ches  of  four  different  denomina¬ 
tions,  viz.  Congregational,  Bap¬ 
tist,  Episcopalian,  and  Presbyte- 
riin.  Agreeably  to  the  same  lib¬ 
eral  spirit,  they  have  been  permit¬ 
ted  to  pursue  their  studies  at  tliose  | 
literary  institutions,  which  they 
coulilattend  with  tlie  greatest  cun- 
venience  and  economy  ;  at  three 
diflferent  colleges,  and  five  differ¬ 
ent  academies.

In 
all  events,  indigent  young  men  of  j 
unquestionable  piety  and  talents, 
whose  hearts  are  turned  to  the 
work  of  the  ministry,  should  be 
encouraged,  and  may  safely  be  en¬ 
couraged  to  commence  their  stud¬ 
ies  and  apply  for  assistance  ;  trust- 
J’lg  that  thw  Lord  w^l  raise  up 


benefactors  for  their  support.  In¬ 
deed  the  directors  feel  autliorised 
to  declare  their  belief,  that  no 
young  man  of  this  character,  who 
IS  willing  to  use  all  proper  self- 
denials  and  make  the  most  vigo¬ 
rous  exertions,  will  fail  of  obtain¬ 
ing  the  aid  requisite  to  secure  an 
education.  Let  such  then,  and 
such  only,  be  encouraged  to  press 
forward  ;  and  let  us,  Christian 
brethren,  remember  that  it  is  our 
duty  ;  and  let  us  esteem  it  our 
privilege,  to  provide  for  their  sup¬ 
port.

When  we  consider  the  limited 
sphere,  in  which  the  society  has 
been  obliged  to  operate,  and  the 
pecuniary  embarrassments  of  the 
times,  the  result  of  its  operations 
will  not  appear  of  small  import¬ 
ance  ;  we  shall  feel  (we  do  not 
say  satisfied,  but)  encouraged  to 
proceed  in  the  work  which  we 
have  undertaken  ; — we  shall  per¬ 
ceive  that  this  has  not  been  an  un¬ 
fruitful  branch  of  that  prolific  tree, 
into  which  it  has  been  happily 
grafted.  Were  we  acting  alone, 
we  might  indeed  despair  of  be4ng 
able  to  accomplish  the  object  for 
which  our  association  was  formed.

Russel,  are  visiting  the  northern 
and  eastern  states.  We  entirely 
agree  with  the  sentiments  expres- 
seil  in  the  following  extract  from 
the  Boston  Recorder. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  they  will 
be  successful  ;  and  if  the  import¬ 
ance  of  a  flourishing;  theological 
scho<d  in  the  heart  of  the  JSouth- 
ern  States,  to  the  general  interest 
of  religion  throughout  the  coun¬ 
try,  be  rcaliy.ed  as  it  ought  to  be  at 
the  North,  they  cannot  solicit  aid 
in  vain.  'The  ilistinguisheil  libe¬ 
rality  with  which  applications 
made  by  northern  agents  have 
been  met  at  the  South,  demunds  a 
reciprocation  of  kindness.  The 
friends  of  religion  in  Virginia  and 
other  iSoutliern  States  are  exerting 
themselves  nobly,  to  form  perma¬ 
nent  institutions  within  their  res¬ 
pective  bounds,  which  will  exert  a 
salutary  influence  on  unborn  gen¬ 
erations.  This  undoubtedly  is  a 
wiser  course  than  to  depend  on 
foreign  seminaries  ;  and  they 
ought  to  be  encouraged  to  pursue 
it,  by  the  aid  that  can  be  render¬ 
ed  iti  this  part  of  the  country  with 
perfect  ease,  and  without  dimin¬ 
ishing  at  all  our  ability  to  support 
our  own  institutions.  We  cun  do 
nothing  so  eftectively  to  raise  the 
standard  and  diffuse  the  spirit  of 
piety  in  the  Southern  States,  as  to 
assist  them  in  establishing  their 
own  seminaries,  and  preparing 
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their  own  pious  youth  for  the  min- 
istry. 

In  addition  to  these  remarks  of 
the  Recorder,  we  will  state  that 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Rice  has  accepted 
the  appointment  of  Professor  in 
the  School,  whose  interests  he  is 
now  endeavoring  to  promote. 
The  appointment  is  universally 
considered  as  a  happy  one.  He  is 
a  man  of  enlarged,  liberal  and  just 
views,  and  pernaps  has  done  more 
to  remove  prejudices,  which  may 
have  existed  against  New-England 
and  the  religious  sentiments  em¬ 
braced  by  the  majority  of  our 
churches,  than  any  other  man.

T wo  per¬ 
sons  have  been  found,  who  are 
deeincil  well  f|nalified  for  this  ve- 
rv  important  ami  interesting  mis¬ 
sion,  and  who  are  willing  to  go 
uniler  the  jmtronage  ot  the  Socie¬ 
ty  on  the  simple  condition,  that 
the  Society  defray  their  necessary 
expenses.  As  the  money  hither¬ 
to  collected,  was  rai«ed  for  the 
purpose  of  purchasing  land  for  the 
Settlement,  and  of  providing  em¬ 
ployment,  the  Society  now  wish  to 
raise  a  distinct  fund,  by  subscrip¬ 
tion,  for  the  supjmrt  of  this  Miss¬ 
ion.

Extract  of  a  letter  from  a  yoiini'  gentle¬ 
man,  now  retiding  in  Georgia,  to  hit 
Father  in  Norwich,  in  this  State,  dated 
Drainerd,  Cherokee  Nation,  June  22, 
1822. 

“I  found  our  good  friends  Mr. 
Frederic  Ellsworth  and  wife  and 


Harriet,  now  Mrs.  Blunt  very  glad 
to  see  me.  I  was  disappointed  in 
not  seeing  Messrs.  John  Ellsworth 
and  David  Wright  and  their  wives. 
Mr.  .1.  Ellsworth  is  establishine  a 
school  at  Hog  .Mountain,  60  miles 
from  this  place,  and  .Mr.  D.  W ri^ht 
has  not  arrived.  It  is  really  in¬ 
teresting  to  see  76  Cherokee  chil¬ 
dren,  besides  a  number  of  their 
parents,  listening  with  attention 
to  the  word  of  God,  to  see  them 
walking  to  and  from  church  in 
procession  hand  in  hand,  to  hear 
them,  in  the  Sabbath  School,  re¬ 
citing  the  scriptures  and  catechism 
to  hear  tlum  singing,  with  the 
most  perfect  harmony  and  con¬ 
cord,  psalms  and  hymns,  both  in 
their  own  language  and  in  Eng¬ 
lish,  and  making  melody  in  their 
liearts  to  the  Lord.  If  I  was  inter- 
ested  with  such  a  scene,  what 
would  you  have  felt?  Y'oii  would 
have  rejoiced  because  it  is  theicorjlc 
of  coo.  I  am  more  than  compen¬ 
sated  for  my  journey  of  223  miles 
in  being  permitted  to  witness  the 
improvement  of  these  sable  sons 
of  the  forest  in  civili/.ation  and 
Christian  knowledge.” 

MISSION  AMONG  THE  OTTAWAS. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
the  Western  Missionary  Society, 
held  on  the  9th  and  10th  ultimo, 
the  Rev.  — «  Robbins,  of  W'ash- 
ington  county.  Pa.  was  appointed 
as  permanent  Superintendent  of 
the  Mission  among  the  Ottawas. 
He  accepted  the  appointment; 
and,  agreeably  to  a  resolution  of 
the  Board,  he  and  his  wife  were  to 
be  set  apart  to  the  solemn  and  im¬ 
portant  service  to  which  they  are 
called,  in  the  borough  of  Wash¬ 
ington,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  Au¬ 
gust  inst.  immediatel  y  after  which 
it  was  expected  they  w'ould  set  out 
for  the  place  of  their  destinatiuu. 
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ixTEMPREANCE. — The  Mastcf 
Tailors  in  Hartford,  Con.  have  en¬ 
tered  into  an  agreement  that  they 
will  not  employ  any  person  who 
will  aot  refrain  from  the  use  of  ar¬ 
dent  spirits,  in  the  r  shops. 

FRANCK. 

A  letter  from  the  Rev.  Mark 
Wilks,  under  date  of  Paris, 
March  12,  1823,  states  that  meet¬ 
ings  fur  prayer  and  Missionary 
Associations  are  already  estab¬ 
lished  and  establishing  from  the 
Alps  to  the  Pyrennees,  and  from 
tlie  Mediterranean  to  the  Atlan¬ 
tic,  in  tlie  largest  cities  and  the 
humblest  villages.  This  letter  is 
accompanied  by  extracts  of  let¬ 
ters  from  various  parts  of  France, 
which  gives  us  reason  to  believe 
that  our  Christian  brethren  in 
France  are  beginning  to  feel  the 
importance  of  engaging  in  mis¬ 
sionary  labors. 

Hartford,  August  2. — Mr.  John 
kidd,  of  Cincinnati,  bequeathed 
the  sum  of  2U,000  dollars,  the  in¬ 
terest  of  which  is  forever  to  be 
appropriated  towards  the  educa¬ 
tion  of  the  poor  children  of  that 
city,  on  the  monitorial  system. 

Madagascar. — In  April,  1822, 
about  4(M)0  females  from  a  nortli- 
ern  district,  came  near  the  royal 
residence,  and  demanded  that  the 
English  missionaries  be  killed,  or 
delivered  up  to  them.  The  king 
ordered  four  of  the  principal  insti¬ 
gators  to  be  put  to  death,  and  thus 
quelled  the  tumult.  The  king 
had  begun  to  conform  to  English 
customs. 

— The 
Treasurer  acknowledges  the  re¬ 
ceipt  of  g327,84  in  May  and 
June.

I  We  have  been  favored,  says  the 
Editor  of  the  Pittsburgh  Recor¬ 
der,  with  the  perusal  of  a  letter 
from  M  rs.  Laura  Porter  Hill,  con¬ 
sort  of  Henry  Hill,  Esq.  of  Bos¬ 
ton,  addressed  to  her  friend  in 
this  city,  and  dated  the  28th  ult. 
from  which  we  learn  that  a  Mis¬ 
sion  is  about  to  be  fitted  out  for 
South  America,  by  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  for  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sions.  Mr.  Hill  was  four  years 
resident  in  that  country.  Its 
present  population  is  supp«>sed  to 
be  nearly  equal  to  that  of  North 
America  ;  anil  the  inhabitants 
who  pay  any  respect  to  religion, 
are  generally  Roman  Catholics. 
Mr.  Hill  and  his  lady  feci  much 
interested  in  the  contemplated 
mission.  He  has  republished  in 
Boston,  an  excellent  work,  enti¬ 
tled  The  Retrospect ;  the  profits 
of  which  are  devoted  to  this  Mis¬ 
sion.
